VERY LITTLE SILVER AND A VAST DBAL or

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 24.— The speech of 
Lamar on the silver question was listened to 
with evident interest on account of the peculiar 
position which he occupies. All doubt as to his 
ultimate action in, reference to the Matthews 
resolution was removed. by the announcemént 
from himself that he intended to vote against 
it.

A SILVER GIRCULATION FOR A GOLD ONE. 

In what sing? attribute is not gold the superior 
of silver? Itis not the absence of silver from 
the currency gro out of demonetization 
which causes gene distress throughout the 
land, nor would there be a! volume of cur- 
rency but for the absence of silver. The ab- 
sence of silver as a legal-tender constitutes no 
relation to the scarcity of money, inasmuch as 
money is more plentiful in those nations where 
silver is demonetized than in any other nations 
on the face of the earth; and in Austria and 
in Austria and Russia, silver countries, money 
is scarce. There is in no time or place a royal 
road to relief from the consequences which 
have come upon us growing out of the opera- 
tions of the War and the effects of such meas- 
ures as are proposed. Wholesale relief has 
almost without exception been able to produce, 
not the effect expected, but, through indirect 
effects, the very reverse of what was expected. 
Before 1873 we had ? 
SILVBR COIN AND LEGAL-TENDER UNLIMITED, 
and yet the greatest contraction of our curren- 
cy was between 1866 and 1869. Silver was de- 
monetized in 1873. In that year our circulation 
was in round numbers 000. In 1874 the 
circulation. rose to and this was 
after the demonetization of silver. The remon- 
etization of silver will not arrest the contraction 
growing ont pf resumption. The policy of re- 
sumption is simple. From yarious circum- 
stances many things point to the speedy re- 
sumption of specie payments, whether anybody 
wants it ornot. Everything ts to a speedy 
equality between the values of gold and green- 
backs. If nothing in our legislation prevents 
it. I think equality will come very soon in spite 
of everything that is being done to prevent spe- 
cie payments from being resumed. The natural 
condition and effect of; our business relations 
are 

BRINGING THE TWO TOGETHER. 

When the greenback and gold dollar are equal, 
it does not necessarily follow that we resume 
specie payments, but that circumstances will 
immediately unlock the door of the stock of 
old in this country, and put it in circulation. 
t will make it part of the currency of the 
country. Suppose that just when we are near 
the unlocking of the door which has kept gold 
out ef the cufrency of the country for so long, 
and just whep we.are in sight of it, we lock it 
up again by the passage ofa Silver bill. Higher 
prices, caused by a depreciated currency, do not 
benefit the laborer or farmer. The laborer re- 
ceives the same amount of pay which he re- 
ceived before, but he receives it in a depreciated 
currency, while he has to pay for everything he 
urchases at higher prices. The Senator trom 
hio (Matthews), in answer to a question from 
the Senator from Connecticut (Eaton) as to the 
price in gold in the markets abroad, aaid: 
„ Wnat have we to do with abroad! Sir, we 
of the South have everything to do with abroad. 
The great production of the South has 
ITS PRICE FIXED AT LIVERPOOL, 
in a gold market, and that dominates the prices 
of the same uct with the manufacturers of 
the North. Then with the profit that they get 
at the sale at gold values in Europe they are 
compelled to pay their expenses, to pay for the 
necessaries and comforts of life, at the highest. 
rate of a depreciated currency. 
Gentlemen talk about the evil of a contracted 
curreney. There is nothing comparable to the 
distress and the all-devouring feeling of disgust 
when people are compelled to sell in a low 
market at low prices and pay for everything 
they buy in a market of Aich prices. It will 
continue as long as we have here the currency 
that now exists, er the one that is now proposed 
to be substituted for it. 

Mr. President, we have two great American 
products in this conntry. One is the cotton 
product. That product commands gold every- 
where on the globe with the single exception 
of the spot where it is produced. We produce 
more gold than we do silver, and yet the prod- 
uct of gold and product of cotton cannot come 
together upon this continent. I do not intend 
to discuss the question whether the Govern- 
ment has a moral or legal right to pay its 
bonds in silver dollars containing 412% 
grains to the dollar. There is so muc 
of that magic bewitchment in the dialec- 
tics of the construction of contracts and 
bonds, and in tne laws upon this sub- 
ject, that we are apt to overlook the prac- 
tical resul. I prefer to put myself along 
with those who maintain the right upon the 
letter of the contract. Silver was demonetized 
12 the sovereignity of the Government of the 

nited States, and, according to your own argu- 
ment, its depreciation this day is owing to 
demonetization, and no other cause. You say 
you stand 1 8 the letter of your contract.

It is impossible that it should be in a country 
of institutions like these. ” 

CONCLUSION. 

Mr. Lamar made a feeling allusion to the 
Southern Senators of the past,—Hunter, Ma- 
son, Slidell, Benjamin, Toombs. and Browr, 
and, without mentioning his name. to Jefferson 
Davis,—and said: Mr. President—We, the suc- 
cessors of these men, are here to-day.

SUBSIDIES. 
STEAMSHIP LINES TO BRAZIL, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 24.—The House and 
Senate Committees on Post-Offices held a joint 
session to-day to consider the subject of a mail 
service to Brazil. There are two bills before 
Congress for this purpose. It is known that 
the Emperor of Brazil is very desirous to estab- 
lish such a service, and has made known to this 
Government his willingness to. join with the 
United States to accomplish that object. The 
vill of Senator Eustis proposes a semi-monthly 
service—tirst, a monthly service between New 
York and Rio Janeiro, and, second, a month- 
ly service between New Orleans and Rio 
Janeiro, stopping at such points as the 
Postmaster-General may direct. The compen- 
sation to be at arate of $2amile for the dis- 
tance the mail is transmitted. The ships are to 
be built and owned in the United States, of 
8,000 tons register, and of iron, and capable of 
thirteen knots an hour.

CHINESE IMMIGRATION.

Wasurineron, D. C., Jan. 24.—The President 
is expected to soon communicate to Congress 
a special message on Chinese immigration.

NAVAL PRIZE-MONEY. 

The propriety of abolishing prize-money in 
the navy will be pressed upon the attention of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs, and it is con- 
sidered probable that a bill will be reported to 
carry out-that idea. It will excite much oppo- 
sition in naval circles, but it is argued that 
whatever reason there may have been in the 
past, it is no longer desirable, During the War 
several high naval officials received immense sums 
as prize-money ou account of cavture of blockade- 
runners, which involved no fighting whatever. 
The unjust feature of the system has been in 
the case of joint captures by the army and the 
navy. Although the burden of the whole con- 
test may have been upon the army, the latter 
receives nothing in addition to their regular pay, 
while liberal prize-money is given to the navy.

SENATE. 

Wasnrnoton, D. C., Jan. 24.—Mr. Hamlin 
submitted a resolution directing the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations to examine into the af- 
fairs and management of the Freedmen’s Hos- 
pital in the District of Columbia.

Mr. Thurman opposed the amendment, and said 
there were certain matters which could properly 
be treated by concurrent resolutions, and awong 
them was a declaration of opinion by the two 
Héuses of Congress when they might deem such 
declaration proper. It was not his pu to 
opees upon the silver question until the bill itself 
should come before the Senate, but there was one 
thing to which he desired to refer. Senator after 
Senator had declared that the act of 1873 aemone- 
tized the silver dollar” It does no such thing. The 
silver dollar was demonetized by the Revised 
Statutes, but they were not intended to change 
any existing law. ey were simply a compilation 
of laws as they existed at the date of the adoption 
of the statutes. he silver dollar of 412% grains 
was a full iégal-tender for all purposes, 
and had not n pogeliy demonetized. 
The argument had en made that 
silver dollars were not in existence at that time, 
and therefore the bondholders did not expect to be 
paid in silver. As well might such argument be 
made against gold, because there was but little of 
that coin in ase. The coinage act of 1878 was a 
step in the direction of demonetizing silver, but it 
was not actually demonetized until the adoption 
of the Revised Statutes in 1874. It had been ar- 
gued that injustice would be done to those who 
purchased bonds since 1873 if the Government 
should pay its bonds in silver, but he (Thurman) 
would endeavor to show when the bill itself should 
come for consideration that the yment of the 
bonds in silver would not do injustice to any one. 

Mr. Kernan said it had been argued that our 
bonds were held by those who were wealthy. He 
made no distinction on account of wealth. Every 
man in this country should have equal protection 
before the law, be he pooror rich. He (Kernan) 
denied, however, that the bonds were held by the 
rich. The report of the Superintendent of the 
Bank Department of New York for 1877 showed 
that the class of banks which were trustees of 
those who had smal! savings held about one-twen- 
tieth of all the bonds issued by the Government. 
The bonds were held by all classes of our citizens, 

Mr. Thurman said he had never indulged in any 
remarks as to who held the Government bonds. 
No matter who held them, they had the right to be 
paid. He argued that the remonetization of siiver 
would place it side by side with gold in less than 
twenty-four hours, and no injustice would be done 
to any one. 

The debate was continued in a colloquial manner 
by Mesers. Edmunds, Thurman, and Kernan, and 
the Senate, on motion of Mr. Davis, of Illinois, 
adjourned.

Speech of Francis D. Moulton, the Mu- 
tual Friend of Butter and 
Cheese.

Warrewater, Wis., Jan. 24.—At the Wednes- 
day evening session of the Wisconsin Dairy- 
men’s Association, the topic of the first speak- 
er of the evening, Mr. J. A. Smith, of Sheboy- 
gan, was “ Dairying as an Elevating and Intel- 
lectual Ocenpation.“ He showed that the germ 
of the business, thousands of years ago, was 
matured by that branch of the human race that 
had proved itself the most brainy, and had de- 
veloped nearly all the marked steps in civiliza- 
tion and progress that we see in the most en- 
lightened portion of the world. 

PRESIDENT PHELPS, 

of the Whjtewater State Normal School, fol- 
lowed with an excellently-written paper, which 
was well delivered, on the subject of “ Indus- 
trial Education,” oneof the best thoughts of 
which was, that children and men should be 
taught to exercise all the senses so as to form 
correct judgments of material things, and that 
education should, iu part, consist in how to un- 
derstandingly handle and use the tools and in- 
struments of the profession or business made a 
life-work. 


EDITOR k. p. COB, 
of the Whitewater Aegister, gave an excellent

Upon the subject of butter-making in Wiscon- 
sin, Mr. C. R. Beach, of Whitewater, a practical 
and well-posted farmer, gave a paper that, in 
addition to a thorough discussion of the subject 
in hand, gave evidence that successful butter- 
making had not kept him from culling flowers 
of literature and storing gems of thought all 
along his pathway. Feed was, with him, the 
one thing needful to make good butter.

ALSO A PRACTICAL FARMER, 
who took great pride in his profession. One 
important fact, he stated, was that a party in 
North Vermont, his old home, had quite re- 
cently written him that he must throw up the 
sponge to Wisconsin butter-makers, for Boston 
was paying two cents per pound more for fresh 
Western creamery butter than Vermont dairy- 
men could get, and, what was worse, the ex- 
actions of local freighting made it cost more to 
ship butter 180 miles into Boston than compe- 
tition made it cost from Wisconsin to Boston. 
THE THURSDAY MORNING SESSION 
opened with a paper by the Hon. Hiram Smith, 
on the topic of What Are the Characteristics 
of Good Cheese —How to Make It, Especially 
Early or Hay.” The subject was chiefly con- 
fined to the latter part of the inquiry, because 
there need be but slight variation in the pro- 
cess during the season. He wanted pure milk 
at all times, and then the chief requisite for 
proceeding was obtained, though it was a good 
plan, if the weather was cold’ enough to do it 
safely, 
TO COMBINE THE MILK OF TWO DAYS 
so the acid could develop quicker than too much 
new milk. He would rather mix the milk of 
two days than the curd of two days’ make. He 
believed in thorough cooking, and in keeping an 
even heat till the acid was sufficient. In an- 
swer to a question, he said he determined the 
amount of acid by the hot-iron-test, which he 
held to be as reliable for telling the amount 
developed as the thermometer was for telling 
the temperature, but he advised against 
development enough to more than barely stick 
tothe iron before the whey was run off and 
cold water substituted for warm to cool the 
curd in the vat.

tell how to make good cheese from defective 
milk, but it was a te deal like gettmg an old 
fox into a trap. Finally Mr. Hazen told what 
he did sometimes as a last resort, and that was 
to draw the whey early, cook through, and then 
grind the curd.

His facg is 
weather-beaten, but a firm mouth denotes the 
resolution which enabled him to carry into ex- 
ecution his daring plan. In his speech the 
quick-witted Yankee is plainly traced, and every 
word has some shrewd, practical meaning. His 
wife ds, perhaps, his junior by a year or two, a 
healthy, cheerful helpmeet, and talks of her 
successful voyage with a pardonable pride. The 
twain were found inthe freight agent’s office 
on the steamship dock, surrounded by a grou 
of admirers, who were listening to each detai 
ofthe fifty days’ voyage with breathless in- 
terest.

We made our real start, how- 
ever, from Chatham at 2 o’clock on tue after- 
noon of June 2. As my vessel was too small 
to have a marine document iseued to her 
I got a letter from Mr. J. A. P. Allen, Col- 
lector of Customs at New Bedford 
after describing my boat, he said: ‘I therefore 
desire to make known to all whom it may con- 
cern that Capt. Crapo is well known here, and 
bis purpose is entirely legitimate, and he bas 
the good wishes of this community that his 
voyage may be successfully accomplished.’ 

“Once fairly out of sight of land we had 
enough to do and to think about. Our chief diet 
was canned meats, fish, and fruit. Our bread 
was rather bardish, you may believe. Our 
provisions were calculated to last out the voy- 
age, even if more than ordinarily delayed; but 
the passage was so bad—more like a stormy, 
winter one—that if we had not got from pass- 
ing vessels fresh meat, bread, vegetables, and 
water, we should have perished. On several 
occasions we found ourselves in a shoal of 
whales, who spouted a good deal, and these 
frightened my wife. Sometimes for two days 
at a stretch we experienced such rough weather 
we bad to lay to, attached to what we call a drag 
or buoy. At such times I could get a little rest. 
as when the winds were favorable I had to be at 
the helm the whole time. Oncel kept at my 
post seventy hours without rest. My wife 
scarcely got a good night's rest during the whole 


voyage. 

„On June 19 we spoke the English bark 
Amenica in a heavy sea, latitude 43 deg. 42 
min., longitude 50 deg. 10 min. On the 21st we 
spoke the steamer Batavia, bound from Liver- 
to Boston. There was a heavy gale blow- 
g, and my log notes that I tended the drag 
line eighteen hours at a stretch. On the 23d a 
Swansea brig offered to tow us into port, but | 
did not see it in that light, although tbe sea 
was running mountains high. At II on the 
morning of the 25th my wife and I boarded the 
Amphitrite, a bark bound from Bremen to New 
York, and here we were received with great 
kindness, and on lea the Captain gave us 
provisions and a couple o ties of wine.

It is worthy of notice that Senator Ep- 
munps has introduced a resolution in the 
Senate looking to the exclusion of Ham- 
burg Buruzr,- of South Carolina, on the 
ground that he was never elected. This reso- 
lution requires but a majority vote to pass 
it. There is gnother resolution looking to 
the expulsion of Patrerson, the other Sena- 
tor from South Carolina. It is perhaps sig- 
nificant that Burizr, representing a con- 
stituency which perhaps is unanimous for 
remonetization of silver, has given out that 
he will not vote for that bill, and that Par- 
tensow, who is in favor of the bill, proposes 
to retire to Pennsylvania until after action 
on the silver question is had. There may be 
persons who will draw conclusions as to 
cause and effect from these circumstances ;

ought to be disposed of before the vote on 
the Silver bill, or at least before any vote on 
a veto, should there be a veto. 


All the advices by cable which we print 
this morning point to an early crisis in Euro- 
pean affairs. Russia's conditions of peace 
have been received in Constantinople, and 
there is scarcely a doubt of their acceptance 
by the Porte unless the immediate interven- 
tion of England should bring the negotia- 
tions toa staud-still. Being compelled to 
clash with the interests either of 
England or of Austria, the Ozar is 
reported to have determined upon 
conciliating the latter Government, thus 
leaving England without a possibility of 
gaining an ally through Austria's dissatis- 
faction with the Russian peace programme. 
With this view Russia concedes the point of 
demanding political autunomy for Bulgaria, 
and demands instead the free passage of the 
Dardanelles, the cession of a large slice of 
Armenia, and the occupation of other 
territory as a guarantee for the pay- 
ment of a heavy war indemnity. 
Hard as the terms may be,—and it is 
statéd that they have not been imposed with- 
out a full and explicit understanding with 
Germany and ‘Austria,—Turkey has no 
choice but to accept them. It now remains 
to be seen whether England’s bluster means 
business. London journals declare that the 
occupation of Gallipoli by British troops has 
been ordered in the event of a Russian ad- 
vance upon that important point—a step 
which would be tantamount to a declaration 
of war, and would be so accepted by Russia 
with alacrity, such is the popular resentment 
among the Muscovites of anything which 
savors of British intervention, much less 
an overt act of belligereney such as 
the occupation of Gallipoli would 
be regarded. A vote of supplementary sup- 
plies for naval and military service will be 
asked for in the British Parliament on Mon- 
day, and it is evident that the Liberals, in 
view of the present excited state of feeling, 
will not undertake to oppose the vote. The 
situation is still further complicated by the 
positive statement by the Daily News that 
Lord Drrsy and the Earl of Carnarvon have 
both tendered their resignations.

nnr SILVER CUMPROMISE. 
Mr. Jans G. Brame is not the man to 

ntarily relapse into obscurity, and his 
ambition reaches beyond a partial represent- 
ation of one of the smallest States in the 
Union. He aspires to a conspicuous nation- 
al position at all times. It is not strange, 
therefore, that he should come to the front 
in the silver discussion and attract attention 
by a bill of his own for the settlement of the 
controversy. His bill is notgble for three 
points, viz.: (1) A disposition to enlarge 
the relative weight of the silver dollar, which 
is indicated by omitting the old standard, 
and leaving the number of grains which the 
dollar is to contain a matter for discussion ; 
(2) the requirement that every legal-tender 
above the amount of $5 shall consist of one- 
half gold coin and one-half silver dollars, —a 
suggestion submitted in the form of a reso- 
lution offered by Don Cameron in the Sen- 
ate some days since, and also proposed by 
Gen. Butier in the recent financial caucus ; 
and (3) a provision for issuing Treasury 
certificates for stamped gold and silver 
bars, which shal] be redeemable in coin or 
stamped bars of bullion at the option of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The concluding 
clause of his bill, relative to the bullion cer- 
tificates, is the only one of value, and the 
only one likely to receive any favor, as such 
certificates would be in the character of bull- 
ion (gold or silver) notes, and their use would 
be a matter of convenience, in fact, and also 
compensate for the delays that will arise 
from a limited capacity of the mints in 
coining. 

No change in the standard value of the 
silver dollar will be tolerated by the people 
who demand silver remonetization, because 
the demand is for the original dollar which 
was eliminated from the money system of 
the country without the consent of the peo- 
ple. If «there were to be any change, it 
should be a reduction of the weight of the 
silver dollar about 3 per cent, to make it cor- 
respond to the Latin Union standard of 15} 
to 1, which experience has certainly 
taught to be the most steady and relia- 
ble proportion of the relative values of 
the two metals; but the creditor class 
would raise a hue and cry at this, and the 
advocates of the silver dollar do not ask 
anything more than a return of the silver 
dollar just as it was taken away from them. 
But it would be manifestly absurd to increase 
the weight of the silver dollar beyond the 
proportions of 16 to 1, when the proportions 
adopted by all nations where gold and silver 
circulate together are only 15} to 1. Such a 
change would involve a general recoinage 
every few months, at a great cost and loss to 
the Government, and to the great embarrass- 
ment of the people. Silver remonetization 
and the employment of $200,000,000 or 
$300,000,000 of silver coin in this country 
will give silver bullion an increased value; 
to begin coining the silver dollar at the pres- 
ent bullion-value of silver, then, would be to 
provide a dollar too valuable to circulate; 
the next basis for coinage would in the same 
way give the silver dollar too much metal, 
and after a few months another reduction 
would be necessary; meanwhile this over- 
weighted dollar would not circulate, and the 
very aim and purpose of remonetization 
would be defeated. 

The proposition to require that silver and 
gold coin shall be paid in equal proportions 
in order to constitute a legal-tender is like- 
wise subyersive of the purpose of the move- 
ment for remonetization. The essence and 
usefulness of the double standard require 
the option of paying in either metal. The 
option is exercised by the creditor when he 
loans the money, and it is the right of the 
debtor when he repays. The bi-metallic sys- 
tem requires that both metals shall be full, 
unlimited, and final legal-tender, in order 
that, in the event of a contraetion of one, 
the other may be used with the same free- 
dom. In this way alone can the danger of 
oppression and injustice be avoided. To re- 
quire that every debt over $5 shall be paid 
one-half in gold is merely to reduce in part 
the injury which the creditors are seeking to 
inflict on the debtors. If gold shall con- 
tinue to have an excessive value by reason 
of ascarcity of production and a still more 
general demonetization of silver throughout 
the world, then the enforced payment of one- 
half of every debt in gold would be unjust in 
precisely that proportion ; that is to say, if 
an enforced payment of the entire debt in 
gold, when the contract was to pay in either 
silver or gold, should enable the creditor to 
exact 20 per cent more from his debtor than 
he originally advanced to him, then the en- 
forced payment of one-half in gold would 
enable him to exact 10 per cent more than 
his due. . Those who believe that the great 
bulk of existing debts were contracted with 
the option of paying in either silver or gold 
(in case of resumption) cannot consent to an 
enforced payment of one-half in gold with- 
out sacrificing the principle for which they 
are contending and upon which the whole 
silver movement is based. 

Mr. Bram has made a mistake in intro- 
ducing this bill, unless he intended that it 
should serve as a bridge to carry him over to 
the silver men and away from the Wall street 
crowd. If this be his ultimate purpose, it is 
the wisest step he could take, whether re- 
garded as a matter of policy or statesman- 
ship. Mr. BLAG great political strength 
lies among the Western people. The in- 
cinnati Convention demonstrated that. It is 
to the Middle, Western, and certain Southern 
sections that he must look for his future 
preferment ontside of the contracted sphere 
of a Maine representative. But the admira- 
tion, enthusiasm, and devotion of his friends 
in these sections wid melt away if he shall 
array himself in antagonism to their hopes 
and efforts in behalf of silver remon- 
etization. They are in no humor to com- 
promise. They will never forgive any 
man who makes one of the one- 
third in the Senate that may eventually de- 
feat the silver legislation in case of a Presi- 
dential veto. Such a man will be in a worse 
odor than the Credit Mobilier and salary-grab 
left behind them. Those who have admired 
Bram most for his brilliancy and audacity, 
and those who have been most steadfastly at- 
tached to lus fortunes, will desert him with- 
out a twinge of regret in case he shall assist 


in thwarting the legislation in which they. 


are bound up heart and soul. Nor can he do 
himself so much service in his own State as 
by making common cause with the silver 
movement, and by seeking to lead in it in- 
stead of retarding it by useless suggestions 
of compromise.

IS SILVER DEMONETIZED! 

Secretary Sunna is out in a letter in 
which he asserts officially that the old silver 
dollar of 4124 grains is a legal-tender for any 
sum, no law having deprived it of that legal 
character. All that was done in 1873, he 
says, was to discontinue its coinage. If the 
Secretary be correct in this, all that is need- 
ed is to resume the coinage, and it will be a 
legal-tender as of old. The occasion for this 
letter was an editorial published in the Bur- 
lington (Ia. ) Hawkeye, in which it was claimed 
that the silver dollar had never been demon- 
etized. This editorial was sent to the Sec- 


retary, who wrote back as follow:

If the silver dollar of 412} grains was nev- 
er demonetized, what becomes of all the 
clamor made againat its remonetization ? 
The suspension or di tinuance of the 
coinage of a special plece of money does not 
affect in any way the obligation of contracts. 
The coinage of the silver dollar was sus- 
pended for a number of years, the coinage of 
half-dollars being considered more conven- 
ient for use at that time, and the renéWal of 
the coinage took place, of course, when the 
demand was made for dollars. 

The Buanp bill is therefore precisely what 
is needed, if Secretary 8 be right in 
his interpretation of the law. It provides 
for the free coinage of the silver dollar, dis- 
continued in 1873. The law authorized the 
free coinage of the silver dollar be- 
fore Feb. 12, 1873, and that is ex- 
actly what the Brau bill proposes” to 
do now. Why not, therefore, since the 
question of monetization is not involved, let 
the silver be coined? If the silver dollar has 
not been demonetized, then the creditors, 
public or private, cannot object to what 
have been lawful dollars all the time. What 
becomes of the Secretary's objections that 
the bonds issued since 1873 cannot be paid 
in a coin which was nota legal-tender at that 
time? If the silver dollar had never been 
demonetized, it remained a part of the 
monetary system of the Government; the 
discontinuance of its coinage did not change 
the fact that 3714 grains of pure silver con- 
stituted an American dollar. The Secre- 
tary s claim that the silver dollar was never 
demonetiged, but remains a legal-tender still, 
removes every objection that has ever been 
made to the passage of the Buianp bill. 


THE SPANISH BOURBONS. 

With the Royal marriage at Madrid closes, 
probably, one of the most sensational and 
singular chapters of modern political histury. 
Inasmuch as it throws some light on sub- 
jects yet of interest, though less familiar to 


this generation than they..were.to afermer: 


one, it may not be space lost that is devoted 
to a brief recital. Fenpmanp VIL, King of 
Spain, dying in 1833, left to his infant 
daughter, Maria Isapex Lotsa, the throne 
and crown, having three years before repealed 
the Salic law, thus cutting off Don Cantos, 
his brother, the regular heir under the sys- 
tem in force since the time of Purp V. This 
brought about at Ferrprvanp’s death the 
bloody civil war of the Carlists and Christin- 
ists, partisans respectively of Don Carios 
and of Queen Maria Curistina, the baby- 
Queen's mother and Regent. Finally the 
Carlists were defeated and made peace, the 
Oortes having meanwhile supported Queen 
IsaBELLA, and excluded in perpetuity the Car- 
list line from the throne. In 1843 Isapenua’s 
majority was proclaimed, and she ascend- 
ed the throne. Two years later the 
question of her marriage was agitated, 
Foux candidates for her hand appeared, 
Don Cartos’ son, the Count pz Mor- 
moun, backed by Russia; Prince Lrororp 
of Cobourg, backed by England; the Count 
pe Trapani, son of the King of the Two 
Sicilies, and Don Fsancisco pz Assis, her 
cousin. Louis Pr, supported this last 
candidate, and with his adroit Minister, 
Guizot, brought about the famous Spanish 
marriages” of Oct. 10, 1846, when the 
Queen married Don Francisco and her 
sister Marra Luma married Loon 
Purrerr’s fifth son, the Duke pg Mor- 
pensirn. England had viewed this project 
with decided disfavor, for, as Don Francisco 
was physically impotent, no children could 
be expected to result from the union, and the 
succession would devolve upon the heirs of 
IsaBeLLa’s sister, Lours Puiipre’s grand- 
children. So close an alliance of France 
and Spain was unpopular, and, when the old 
King brought it about after having pledged 
his word to Lord Aperpgzn that he had 
abandoned the project, the feeling engender- 
ed in England threatened a rupture of the 
peaceful relations between the two countries 
so fondly nursed by both. 

But two factors had not been taken into 
account. Barely a year after the marriages 
the Orleanist dynasty in France came to an 
end forever, and in 1851 the Queen of Spain 
gave birth to a child, followed later by four 
others, so that Louis Purirre’s house lost 
the throne of France and had five lives be- 
tween it and that of Spain. It was cer- 
tainly not a moral course of action, but if 
anything could excuse Queen IsanELLA's 
conduct it was the conduct of Louis Pum- 
irre. Against a mock-marriage there was 
no effective weapon but that which she took. 

Meanwhile Monrpznsren had become a 
Spanish subject and was prosecuting his 
campaign for the crown cautiously and per- 
severingly. On the eve of the revolution 
of 1868, Isapeiia, doubting his loyalty, 
invited him to quit Spain, and he left the 
country, not, however, it is shrewdly sus- 
pected, till he had furnished Pram and 
Toretz with the means to overthrow the 
Queen. He obtained permission from the 
Provisional Government to return to Seville, 
and set to work to obtain his own 
election to the vacant throne. Backed 
by the Liberal element, which was 
almost solid in his support, his 
success at one time seemed reasonably cer- 
tain, but early in 1870 his hopes were for- 
ever dashed. His cousin, Don Enniqus pz 
Bounnox. had in a letter published in Jan. 
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uary displayed such hatred in such words 


that a duel was thought inevitable; in a 
“Letter to the dated 
March 7, he redoubled the insult. The Duke 
was not a fighting man, but he was forced 
into fighting, and on the 12th of March Don 
Ewniqus fell by the hand of the relative he 
had driven to resent repeated insults. In 
homely phrase, Don Exniaus had got what 
he deserved,” but the Spanish people are 
distinguished by nothing so much as their 
dislike for foreigners, and, as the Frenchman 
had killed the Spaniard, Monrrznstzn’s per- 
petual unpopularity was assured. At the 
election of a King in November he only 
obtained 22 of 311 votes, Amapgvs, Duke 
of Aosta, being the successful candidate. 
The Mownrtrensizrs, meanwhile, had re- 
turned to Paris, where the Duchess 
had striven assiduously to prevent her sister, 
Queen IsanLLA, from resigning her preten- 
sions to the throne in favor of young AT- 
ronso. Vainly, however, for on the 25th of 
June the Queen abdicated the throne she 
could never hope to regain in favor of her 
son, to whom, in the interval between the 
abdjcation and his proclamation by MART EZ 
Campos, rallied almost all the friends of 
MoNnTPENSIER. 

At this precise moment, with himself pro- 
foundly bated and IaanzLLA's son firmly 
seated on the throne and beloved by the peo- 
ple, the son of Louis Puiuipre was to expe- 
rience this last revenge brought on by the 
whirligig of time: his daughter became 
Queen of Spain. 
Purirre and Guizor was in a measure ac- 
complished, though in a way how unlike 
that which they had planned and under cir- 
cumstances how different! Not because 
of Isapetza Szounpa’s childlessness, but 
through her son, was f grandchild of the old 
bourgeois King elevated to the throne, and 
France was not an Orleanist Kingdom but a 
Republic. 

It may be that there is another chapter to 
be written by way of appendix to this ro- 
mance of history, or it may be only a post- 
script. Towards the end of July, 1876, the 
ex-Queen returned to Spain, not greatly to 
the delight of her son and former subjects. 
The rst intimation of a change of regime 
was the order expelling Marronrt, her ‘* Coun- 
cillor,” from the Kingdom. When he under- 
took to criticise and resist the order, he was 
clapped into prison with a salutary celerity, 
and thereafter Marron: was a cipher in Isa- 
belletan affairs. When, in April, 1877, the 
King’s marriage with his cousin was ru- 
mored, the ex-Queen opposed it bitterly, but 
in vain. Then came another scandal. For 
Marroni, Councillor,“ read Ramiro pz La 
Pusentsz, Secretary, a young man, but a 
favorite of the Queen-Mother, and so ardent 
a servant that one of the body-guard deemed 
it his duty to reprove the Secretary for tak- 
ing liberties in public with his Royal mis- 
tress. The Queen dismissed the guardsman, 
whereon his fellows all resigned, and, the 
matter coming to the King’s ears, he rein- 
stated them all and dismissed Don 
Ramiro. But Don Ramos successor 
died, and the Queen took him as a tempo- 
rary servant, and, to show as vehemently ag 
she could her hatred for her son, bolted off 
to dine with Don Carlos. Result: the son 
forbade her to return to Spain; ordered the 
Spanish Ministers to break off relations with 
her; and gave notice that the Cortes would 
be asked to discontinue her annual allowance 
of $150,000. An ugly rumor is afloat that 
the ex-Queen has written a letter to the Em- 
peror of Austria, making ‘‘ shameful avow- 
als, and expressing ‘‘ long-deferred repent- 
ance”; in other words, that she was pre- 
pared to publish officially her unchastity to 
prove her son’s bastardy! Such cheerful 
revelations as these show that the Bourbons 
hate not changed much morally from what 
they were in the days of St. Simon. It is 
pleasant to think that the new King and 
Queen of Spain have, however, made a love- 
match, and that the new Spanish mar- 
riage” may atone for the old one.

Nothing lacking but confidence.” O 
most wise aud sapient public instructor ! 
There is nothing lacking to the sick man ex- 
cept appetite ; just restore his appetite and 
he will be well immediately. There are 
heaps of uneaten, rich food right under his 
nose; let him reach forth his emaciated 
hand and convey it to his feverish mouth 
and sick stomach, and then watch the re- 
vival of bealth and strength. Such is the 
diagnosis and prescription of the Journal 
quack. 

Only a lack of confidence, forsooth! And 
pray what has caused this lack of confidence ? 
Is it not contraction of prices and the appre- 
ciation of money, the frightful decline in the 
value of commodities and realty, and the 
rapid rise in the weight of debts and mort- 
gages ? 

Manufacturers and merchants have been 
doing business on a falling market for four 
and a half years. Whatever the one has 
produced or the other purchased has been 
on a perpetually declining market. Restora- 
tion of confidence by act of volition or other- 
wise, under such condition of things, is sim- 
ply impossible. The only confidence 
men can possess is that business will con- 
tinue to be done at a loss until the monetary. 
policy of the country is radically changed. 
Straight along for four and a half years the 
dollar has grown dearer and bigger, and 
debts heavier and harder to pay, and the 
value of property has withered; business 
has been done at continual loss. Real estate 
lands, lots, and improvements, the founda- 
tion of all wealth—has gone down year. 
after year in value, while the mortgages have 
devoured it, wiping out the equities and 
all that had been paid thereon, and ,anni- 
hilating multitudes of fortunes. 

But money is said to be “ very plenty,— 
literally a drug at present,—millions of it 
idle and locked up in banks.” But why is it 
a „drug,“ and idle,“ and locked up”? 
Simply because enterprise is paralyzed. Busi- 
ness men are afraid to borrow it; whatever 
they invest in, declines in value on their 
hands; whatever they buy, falls in price. 
Let them purchase what they will, and they 
can’t resell it for enough to repay the bor- 
rowed money, interest, taxes, and expenses. 
Manufacturers dare not borrow this drug” 
money, as the demand for goods is constant- 
ly diminishing and the prices falling. Em- 
ployers are engaged in a chronic civil war 
with their operatives about wages on ac- 
count of the stagnation of business and de- 
Aline im nriasa. Tha nublia is idioticallv 
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told that what they lack is confidence”! 


Hold a convention, we suppose, pass a 
resolution of confidence, and every- 
thing will become bright and prosperous! 
What right have publishers of newspapers 
to insult their readers with such trash ? 

About four years ago the German Empire 
began to eject silver from the circulating 
medium and to grasp for The pur- 
chasing power of gold as a consequence be- 
gan to rise, and of commodities and 
wages of Jabor to fall, and the number of 
-idle men and paupers to increase in that 
country. This country, which should have 
opened wide its doors to receive that driven- 
out silver, and thereby prevent the prices of 
its own labor and commodities from falling, 
insanely shut its doors against the ejected 
silver of Germany, and even forbade the 
coinage of any more legal-tender ‘silver dol- 
lars! This Government refused to allow 
the silver extracted froth its own mines to be 
coined and circulated as lawful money! By 
some clandestine or scoundrelly means silver 
money was dethroned and banished from 
circulation, and the doors of the nation 
locked and barred against its re-entrance. 
Gold was called upon to do double duty 
here as ia Germany, and its value naturally 
increased in proportion to the extra duty. 
As an obvious, inevitable consequence, gold 
(and paper approximating to gold) has 
steadily become dearer, month by month and 
year by year, while all kinds of property 
have drooped and dropped in the same de- 
gree. Compared with real estate, gold has 
advanced 30 to 50 per cent; compared with 
commodities, 20 to 40; compared with labor, 
rather more; while a million of working 
men are thrown out of employment and 
pauperized, and tens of thousands of busi- 
ness men are passing into bankruptcy. 

The two billions of national debt have 
grown as large and heavy to carry as three 
billions before the contraction of prices be- 
gan. The to billions of private debta, 
mostly secured by land, houses, and lots, 
have increased in weight to nearly four bill- 
ions, and the lands, houses, and lots are be- 
ing steadily and rapidly foreclosed and sold 
out to liquidate the big, growing gold dol- 
lars. A billion of State and municipal debts 
have swollen like a river in springtime, 
and taxpayers with their shrunken property 
must pay the interest and principal as best 
they can. 

The railroads, with too billions of mort- 
gage bonds, struggle to pay interest upon 
reduced earnings for transporting cheapen- 
ing products; and railroad labor-wars, em- 
bargos on commerce and travel, bloodshed, 
burnings, and civil commotion are natural 
consequences. 

But the gold dollar steadily grows bigger, 
and debts and mortgages heavier, while 
property and labor sell for less and less; 
families starve, and hearts break, while Shy- 
locks wax fat and kick. In the midst of this 
misery a half-witted goldite organ pipes out 
in sniveling tones, Oh, it is not the lack of 
money, but the lack of confidence, that keeps 
the country hard up. Restore lost confidence 
by settling values on a solid basis, and you 
would see,” etc. Values, then, have not 
„settled enough yet to suit this Shylock 
sheet. They must go still lower, to what it 
calls a solid basis, meaning general bank- 
ruptey and industrial ruin. O yes; now 
we see where the goldites are willing to halt 
in their work of compression, contraction, 
confiscation, starvation, and damnation. 
There is nothing lacking but confidence "! 
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The evils of carly rising have recetved an apt 
illustration in the case of the Empéror of Brazil, 
who, as is well known, has a mania for keeping 
untimely hours. That monarch, during his re- 
cent European tour, managed to make everv- 
body with whom he came in contact thoroughly 


wretched, because he would insist upon being 


roused out of bed at 5 o’clock in the morning. 
Not only did the unfortunate attendants upon 
his Majesty suffer, but even the managers of 
places of amusement were subjected to the 
same torture, as the Emperor chose to do his 
sight-seeing before breakfast. It is related that 


ou one occasion when he was driving through 


Covent Garden about daybreak he noticed a 
long, lank, strange-looking figure gliding under 
the arches that span one side of the street, and, 
his curiosity being excited, he asked a police- 
man what the apparition might be. When in- 
formed that it was Mr. ODELL, a popular come- 
dian of London, at that time pDlaying at the 
Lyceum, the Emperor said: Indeed! I 
am glad to see that the present gen- 
eration of actors afe improving upon the 
bad habits of their predecessors by keeping 
better hours.“ As it happened that ODELL had 
just left the green-room club, after an all- 
night's roysteriug, aud was seeking his lodgings 
for repose, the error of the worthy Emperor 
was ludicrous enough. But at another time 
the carly risiug of the Imperial tourist occa- 
sioned a libel suit. It was when he was in 
Paris in June. Getting up, one rrorning, he 
repaired to a Turkish-bath establishment pear 
his hotel. As it was 6 o’clock, the employes 
were not stirring, but the proprietor, on being 
summoved, at once roused out all the people, 
and soon the Emperor was being luxuriously 
kneaded and rubbed. At the end of the opera- 
tion he tendered the usual fee of five francs, 
which was promptly declined. The following 
day the Monde stated that Dom Psepro had 
been charged 500 francs for his bath. The 
manager wrote to the paper denying the charge, 
aud brought suit fur libel. By this time the 
Emperor had left Paris, and it took a long 
while to get his testimony. Finally he was 
caught, and declared that he had not paid a sou 
for his batn. The jury coudemned the Monde 
to pay 200 francs fine, 200 francs damages, and 
100 francs for costs. So much for carly rising.

THE EASTERN FREIGHT-MUDDLE. 

New Yorx, Jan. 24.—Commissioner Fink, of 
the Trunk-Lines Association, returned to this city 
to-day without having accomplished the object of 
his visit to Canada. Mr. Fink was unable to effect 
an agreenient between the companies, each claim- 
ing a much larger percentage of traffic than rival 


lines were Willing io allow. A wmeet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
trunk lines will be held here to-morrow 


to decide upon the amount of reduction iu the 
schedule rates to be made from this city to the 
West. Owing to the deiay necessary in making 
the changes, it was \hought to-day that the re- 
duced rates would not be announced officially as 
taking effect until Monday. In the meantime, it 
is alleged without denial that strenuous efforts are 
being made to close contracts for the future at 
Boston rates for the West. 

The freight agents of ibe different trunk lines 
frankly admitted to-day that there had been no 
West- bound traffic from New York over their roads 
during the past week with the exceptions of a 
ems Il quantity of goods. 

Private dispatches from Boston to-day state that 
eugar is being ebipped to Chicago as low as 25 
cents per 100 pounds, and contracts at this price 
were being guaranteed fora week. The schedale 
rate is 40 cents. Representatives of some of the 
leading sugar houses in this city sald that no ship- 
ments of sugar were made at present to the West. 
Atthe present difference in freight rates mer- 
chants could better afford to send their goods from 
New York to Boston and thence West than to ship 
direct from New York. 

It is officially declared that rates will be reduced 
15 cents per 100 pounds from New York to Chi- 
cagu if such teduction becomes necessary to com- 
pete with Canada and other points. 


So far as known in local railroad cirles yesterday 
nothing bad transpired as to what result had been 
reached by Mr. Alert Fink, New York Fool Com- 
missioner, and Mr. Hickson, General Manager of 
the Grand Trunk Railway, at their conference at 
Montreal a day or two ago. Mr. N. Guilford, the 
Western Pool Commissioner, received a dispatch 
yesterday from Mr. Fink requesting him to go 
to Montreal, as Mr. Hickson was anxious to see 
him. From this it might be surmised that Mr. 
Hickson refuses to stop cutting West-bound rates 
from Boston until the difficulties in regard to East- 
bound rates have been settled. Charges of cutting 
the rates on East-bound bnsiness have been pre- 
ferred against the Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern and Michigan Central Railroads. The Pool 
Commissioner has asked explanations from the 
managers of both of these roade. Mr. Ledyara, the 
General Manager of the Michigan Central, replied 
that be wonld adhere to the tariff rates as soon as 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern would cease 
cutting rates. Mr, Newell, the General Manager 
of the latter road, informea the Commissioner 
that bis read could not maintain the tariff rates as 
long as the Grand Trunk was cutting, as the busi- 
ness Of this road all went over the Michigan Cen- 
tral. The officials of the Grand Trunk, as wei! as 
those of the Michigan Central, deny that the rates 
on East-bound business have been cut by that line, 
and they claim thatthe Lake Snore & Michigan 
Southern is the cause of all the trouble. The Pool 
Commissioner has been unable thug far to discover 
that the Grand Trunk has been cutting rates at 
this point, and {therefore he can deal with those 
reeds only against which charges have been pre- 
ferred. New York trunk lines have been ap- 
pealed to by the Commssioners to enforce the rules 
against the cutting roads, as imme liate, decisive 
action was necessary if the arrangement between 
the roads leading east from Western points is not 
to go to pieces at once. Mr. Jewett has replied 
that the rales would be enforced, but as yet noth- 
ing has been done. ; 
Muca fault is being found in railroad circles with 
the course pursued thun far oy Mr. Newell. Yet 
tnose intimately acquainted with the state of 
atfairs are inclined to treat Mr. Newell and the 
Lake Shore woreleniently.

MISSOURI PACIFIC. 
Special Dispaich to Thre VChicage Tribune. 
St. Louis, Jan. 24.—The Pacific Railroad of 
Missouri to-day made application by its attorneys 
for leave to file a petition asking for a bond to be 
given by the purchaser, C. K. Garrison, or his As- 
signee, to account for carnings, or the appoint- 
ment of a Receiver pending the appeal before the 
United States Supreme Court. The suit was com- 
menced in the United States Circuit Court on a 
complaint by George C. Ketchum, who stated that 
he was the owner of a large number of bonds se- 
cured by the mortgage sought to be foreclosed, 
and made by the Pacific Railroad to secure the 
payment of $4,000,000. A very serious charge is 
brought against James Baker, the solicitor of the 
Company, upon whom the subpena to answer the 
compiaint was served,—thaton Feb. 1, 1876, he 
appeared in the name of the petitioners aud fled a 
conclusive answer, admitting the complainants’ 
allegations, which prevented the petitioners from 
showing to the Court that the mortgage then being 


defense tothe complaint. The petition aiso al- 
leges that, on June 6, 1876, in the absence of the 
Circuit and District Judges, at aterm held by the 
United States District Court of Arkansas, a deed 
of foreclosure and sale was made by the 
consent of the parties to the suit, 
but without the stockholders’ consent.

BOSTON RESERVES. 

The Boston banks have been annoyed a good 

Geal lately by a scarcity of greenbacks for the set- 


tlement of their Clearing-House balances. This 


has been-enouch to produce a temporary paralysis 
Of the activity of some of the banks. The Boston 
Advertiser shows that half the reserve of the Bos- 
ton banks is in the shape of gold, which is of no 


use in such an emergency. It says: 
These occasional furries at the Clearing-House 
demonstrate clearly one thing, —(which, however, 
y peeds forma! declaration), —and that is, 
that rtion of ‘‘lawfnal money” in the re- 
serve, whieh ig im the form of gold, is no more 
available for use when needed than would be the 
game value in pig lead. Before it can serve the 
purposes of money it must be sou or pledged for 
money, a process which eould be accomplished 
wth almost any staple merchandise quite as 
readily. On the date of the last statement the 
banks hed over 50 per cent of their reserve in gold. 
This, of course, diminished by one-half thetr ability 


te wake their reserve available for sudden and un- 


calle. As far as the legal requirement 
goes, itis all right, although, as far as their own

FLOOD AND O'BRIEN AS TRUSTEES. 

A San Francisco attorney publishes a communi- 
cation in the Chronicle of that city, charging the 
Trustees of the Bonanza mines with having, by 
them- 
Selves as mill-owners, defrauded the stockholders 
Out of $5,000,000, and offering to recover that 
amount fora 30 per cent commission. He sup- 
ports the proposed litigation on the familiar prin- 
ciple of the common law that a trustee cannot 
make a profit out of his beneficiary, a principle of 
law and justice which has been openly violated by 
the Bonanza managers. They have done this not 
only on the milling and tailings, but in the fur- 
nishing of supplies and the manipulation of stocks.

There are parties here who argue that 
an advance in consoles is probably due to invest- 
ment in thope securities by parties who have sold 
out stocks that are deemed more hazardous in war 
time, and that on indications of a peaceful char- 
acter the consols are depressed by selling in order 
to invest in the other stocks which offer higher 
rates of interest in the form of dividends. If this 
be the corréct reading of the fluctuations, the fact 
will account for the numerous losses which have 
been sustained by parties who traded on the varia- 
tions in strength Of console are reported to this 
country. | 

The leading produce markets were more active 
yesterday, nd genefally stronger in continuation 
of the feeling developed near the close of Wednes- 
day's trading.

EL PASO. 


The Hatred of the Greaser for the Gringo 
~Another Version of the Salt Lake 
Troubles. 

Correspondence St. Louis Globe- Demoerat, 

Ysera, EI Paso Co., Tex., Jan. 2-—Allow the 
subscriber to state a few facts in connection 
with telegrams regarding the El Paso troubles 
contained in the columus of your valuable pa- 
per at various times. Capt. Blair states on the 
17th that only Mr. Ellis, a ranger, had been 
killed. Ellis was not a ranger, but a very re- 
spectable mefchant, and was killed early on 
the evening of the 12th. Sergt. Mortimer, 
of the State force, was shot down on Thursday 
morning at 9 o’clock while walking on the 
street. The official information received at 
military headquarters, Chicago, Dec. 17, was 
false, because everybody here knew that Mexi- 
cans from the other side of the Rio Grande 
were engaged in our troubles. Capt. Blair was 
told so to his face by a Mexican subject on 
Wednesday eyening, when he was not yards 
from the rangers’ quarters, with a detachment 
of United States cavairy. He was ordered by 
tbe mob to return, which order he respectfully 
obeyed, leaving a bark animal, one horse, and 
one of his troopers in the hands of the mob. 
On the same flay an express reached Capt. Blair 
from Lieut. Tays, notifying him that subjects 
from Mexico were at San Elizario. 

The first ai from Uncle Sam arrived on the 
20th of December, too late to save ‘the lives of 
our murdered friends. Gen. Hatch arrived at 
El Paso on Dec. 21. and pushed on at once to 
San Elizario, Sheriff Charles Kerber following 


volunteers from Silver City, N. M. At this 
place the Sheriff arrested two of the mob. In- 
tending to make these scoundrels dig the graves 
of Howard aud his murdered companions at 
San Elizario, he put them in a wagon Sunday 
morning and started them off in charge of a 
guard. They bad proceeded about a mile when 
the prisoners jumped from the wagon and en- 
deavored to escape in the dense chaparral. The 
guards fired) on them with fatal effect, both 
Greasers being killed at a distance of about 
seventy yards from the road. The bodies 
were carefully placed by the -road, and 
covered up that they might be recovered when 
the posse returned. On entering the town of 
Socarto, three miles south of Ysleta, one of 
Kerber’s rangers received a shot from an adobe 
house. His men returned the fire, killing one 
Mexican and slightly wounding a woman. Ker- 
ber then ordered one of his deputies to arrest 
Jesus Telles, Captain of the mob, and the 
white-livered coward who ran his sword through 
Judge Howard’s body after he was dead. This 
loafer resisted arrest, and was killed, as well 
as another Mexican who had fired at the ran- 
gers. Gen. Hatch then came up and advised 
the Sheriff to return to Ysleta till reinforce- 
ments could arrive, he having seen at least 200 
well-armed Mexicans on both sides of the road 
in the chaparral. The Sheriff followed the 
General’s advice, and on his return here nis 
pickets reported a troop of seventy caval- 
rymen crossing the Rio Grande from Mexico, 
and they were allowed to proceed that they 
might get far enough from the river to cna- 
ble us to cht them off. On Friday, Dec, 28, 
Sheriff Kertier again started to give bis mur- 
dered friends adecent burial. The bodies of 
Howard, Atkinson, and McBryde were found 
about three-quarters of a mile east of San Eli- 
zario, nude 4nd mutilated. They were discov- 
ered in a deep hole to which they had been 
dragged by means of a rope hitched to the pom- 
mel of a saddle. What do our Eastern friends 
think of such acts of barbarism, perpetrated by 
a people claimed to be Christians, ard all that 
is good and ‘peaceable. Neither Gen. Hatch or 
Sheriff Kertier doubt that Capt. Blair is even 
now well satisfied that it was not alone El Paso 
County people who committed the recent mur- 
ders, but that they were assisted by at least 250 
or 300 Mexieans from Mexico, The Salt Lakes 
were only a pretext. The hatred of the Greas- 
ers for the: Gringo, the idea that the United 
States is afraid of Mexico, and the intrigues of 
an old Cathlic priest, driven from this county 
and now living at Guadaloupe, were the cause 
of our troubles. |

The course of the moneyed men of 
the East in maintaining hard times and finan- 
cia] distress in order to magnify the value of 
their loans is the most short-sighted folly imag- 
inable. The writer of the subjoined communi- 
cation simply gives utterance to sentiments that 
are harbored in the breasts of multitudes of 
men who have not yet reached the point of 
openly avowing them or acting upon them. 
The cure for this alarming sort of fecling, is to 
change the financial policy of the Government 
and arrest contraction of the money value of 
commodities and real estate, stop the falling 
market that is killing all business men and 
manufacturers, and thereby remove the des- 
peration which men driven to the wall feel. 


HOW SHALL THE BONDS BE PAID? 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

BLoomrineroy, III., Jan. 22.—In considering the 

present depressed condition of business, the de- 
preciation of property, distress among the peo- 
ple, poverty and hunger among the laborers, 
and the scarcity of money, it may be well for 
the advocates of an exclusive gold basis, and 
the admirers of heroic finance, to look ahead 
and inguire, How wil! the bonds of the nation, 
States, and mubpicipalities be paid? There is a 
mountain of debt on the shoulders of Amerfcan 
labor which must be paid, scaled, or repudiated. 
The national and almost the entire amount of 
all other classes of debts in the United States 
were contracted on the basis of a paper currency 
below coin value. Our municipal indebtedness 
is in excess of that of any other civilized nation in 
amount, aud bears an average rate of inter- 
est more than double that of the public 
corporations in any of the commercial nations 
of Europe. The aggregate taxation is enor- 
mously above the surplus products of the labor 
of the people. The entire volume ot the cir- 
culating medium is annually absorbed by the 
loval and national taxgatherers. The grave 
question of the of the present, How shall the 
bonds be paid? has a graver significance than is 
imagined by the bondholder demanding gold. It 
signifies a serious and well-grounded doubt of abil- 
ity to pay. The rate of taxation necessary to de- 
fray the extravagant estimates of City Governments, 
together with the high rates of interest on our 
bonded debts, is above that of any other civilized 
people, and it can only be a question of time, un- 
der present conditions, when property-owners will 
seek protection either by an appeal to the law- 
making power to limit suffrage, or an appeal to the 
electors to cast from their shoulders the grievous 
burdens they bear for the benefit of men who pay 
no taxes. 

Capitalists and their retained champions should 
have a care to furnish the people with no*plausibie 
pretext for the destruction of public credit. ‘It is 
difficult enough to preserve public credit even 
under favorable conditions o rosperity.. The 
national financial policy has been for ten years last 

ast without exception in the interest of dealers in 

nde and gold, and has effected the detriment and 
destruction of all other classes of property and the 
degradation and pauperisation of labor. Debts 
payable in legal-tender notes have been declared 
payable in gold alone. Vested with the power to 
coin the precious metals, and nowhere authorized 
in the Constitution to prohibit their coinage, the 
Congress. at the dictation of bondholders, has de- 
monetized silver and prohibited its free coinage. 
These oppressive acts are not only unjust, but 
dangerous, being aimed at the undermining of pub- 
lic credit. Public credit rests on public virtue, the 
honor of the ple, and ability to pav. 

These acts have wrecked thousands of fortunes, 
closed hundreds of banks, and taken food and 
clothing from a million of our people, and, with the 
insidious fatality of a malignant epidemic, are 

reading disease throughout the body politic. Do 

e capitalists, in whose interests these laws were 

ed, suppose that men with pinched stomachs, 
ean and hungry. haunted by the cries of starving 
children and ragged wi will centinue to vote 
taxes upon themselves in or@er to pay their cheap 
greenback debts ia dear gold? Do they suppose 
that the bankrupt merchant, the impoverished 
farmer, and the unfed mechanic will be tenderly 
sentimental about the municipal or national bonds, 
when they have no money to buy meat and bread? 
Unless the people vote the taxes, the public debts 
will not be paid. 

There might be some hope for public credit if 
our troubles were over and better times were 
ahead. But we are just on thé verge of the 
waters, There is abaptism of bankruptcy and 
hell just before us. The present stagnation in 
business will become the calm of pestilence. Fam- 
ine and poverty, linked hand in hand with uufed 
labor, will walk through our silent factories and 
gaze with hungry eyes through the thin plates of 
glass that stand between them and food and cloth- 
ng. The idle hands of labor wili deal in deeds of 
mischief. Bread riots and scenes of blood and 
violence will ensue, as in England fifty yéars ago, 
when that nation had pr@pared for resamption, as 
we have not. Burdéhed with debt, and 
crazed with calamities, the American  peo- 
ple will sacrifice public credit on the 
altar of public necessity, and their bonds 
will go to an eternal protest. This will be the in- 
evitable result of the policy inaugurated by John 
Sherman in violence of all his public pledges, —at 
war with the industries of his couvtry, and as the 
most insidious enemy of ita credit. lu answer to 
the charge of dishonesty and repudiation, it WIII 
be angrily said to the hoiders of the protested 
bonds, Tou loaned us greenbacks and refused to 
receive either greenbacks or silver in payment of 
your depts; you corrapted Congress to legiwlate in 
your interests, and that legislation has bankrupted 
the country; we have no money and we cannot 
pay. It ie possible that the remonetization of 
silver, the repeal of the Resumption act, and the 
restoration of the destroyed greenbacks to the 
channels of trade may avert the troubles ahead, 
but these measures of relief are opposed by the 
men whoare more thanal! others interested in 
their enactment. ‘* Quem Deus vull perdere, 
prius dem entat.”

HUGH M’°CULLOCHA’S FALLACIES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

GRAND Kapips, Mich., Jan. 22.—The follow- 
ing extract from Secretary McCulloch's report 
in 1865 set forth the contraction policy in its 
most alluring form. It has been carried since 
into practice, with the results we tow see 


and feel: 

The rapidity with which the Government notes 
can be withdrawn will depend upon the ability of 
tbe Secretary to dispose of securities. The infu- 
ences of funding upon the money market will suffi- 
ciently prevent their too rapid withdrawal. The 
Secretary, however, believes that a decided move- 
ment toward a contraction of the currency is not 
ouly a pubiie necessity, but that it will speedily 
dissipate the apprehension, which very generally 
exists, that the. effect of such a policy must neces- 
sarily be to make money scarce and to diminish (he 
prospertly of the country. It is a well-established 
fact, which has not escaped the attention of all in- 
telligent observers, that the demand for money in- 
creases (by reason of an advance of prices) with the 
supply, and that this demand is not unfrequently

-most pressing when the volame of currency is the 


largest and inflation has reached the culminating 
point. Money being a very unprofitable article to 
hold, very little is withheld from active use, and 
in proportion to its increase prices advance; on 
the other hand a reduction of it reduces prices, 
and as pricesare reduced thé demand for it falls 
off: so that, paradoxical as it may seem, a dimi- 
nution of the currency may in fact increase the 
su ply of it. 

Nor need there be any apprehension that a redac- 
tion of the currency, unless it be a violent one, 
will injuriously affect real prosperity (. Labor ts 
the great source of national wealth, and industry 
invariably declines on an inflated currency (). 
The value ot money depends ou the manner in 
which itis used. If it stimulates productive in- 
dustry, it is a benefit. If, on the other, it aimin- 
ishes industry, and to the extent it diminishes it. 
itis an evil. Even in the form of precious metals, 
it may not prove to be wealth to a nation. The 
idea that a country is necessarily rich in proportion 
to the amount of gold or silver which it possesses 
is a common and natural, but an erroneous, one, 
while the opinion that real prosperity is advanced 
by an increase of paper money beyond what is 
absolutely needed as a medium of exchanges of 
real values, is so totaliv fallacious that few sane 
men entertain it whose judgment is not clouded by 
the peculiar dnancial atmosphere which an infla- 
tion ie so apt to produce. An irredeemabie paper 
currency may be a necessity, but it can scarcely 
fail, if long continued, to be a calamity to any 
people. Gold and silver are the only proper meas - 
ures of value. They have been made so by the facit 
agreement of nations, and are the necessary regu- 
lator of trade, the medium by which values are 
settled between different countries and between 
sections of the same country.

IS THE OLD SILVER DOLLAR STILL 
LEGAL-TENDER? 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Jan. 24.—Secretary Sherman stated, 
in a recent letter to the Burlington Hawkeye, 
that the old silver dollar of 412½ grains was 
still a full legai-tender In Tue Trisunes of 
this morning I find a statement that it was rec- 
ognized in 1874 as full legal-tender for customs 
duties by the Treasury Department. Tue 
Tum stated editorially a few dars ago that 
the old silver dollar woes legal-tender to the 
amount of $5. I have a legal friend who 
argues that the silver dollar is not now 
jegal-tender for any amount. He says: The 
Revised Statutes, which by act of Congress 
supersede all the general laws of the United 
States in existence up to Dec. 1, 1873, declare 
that the silver coins of the United States shall 
de a trade-doilar, a half-dollar, a quarter, and 
dime, and that said coins shall be a legal-tender 
for $5. Hence the old silver dollar is not a sil- 
ver coin of the United States, and cannot be 
legal-tender.

“WOMAN’S RIGHTS.” 
Mrs. Swisshelm Expresses Herself in Regard 
to the Leaders of That Movement. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Swissva.s, Pa., Jan. 22.—Reports from Wash- 
ington say that, at the recent annual presenta- 
tion of petitions through the Woman’s Rights 
Convention, Senators behaved in a most undig- 
nified manner,—laughing, coughing, jesting, 
keeping up an aside-play of ridicule, etc.,etc.,—as 
though they had no fear of lady-reporters be- 
fore their eyes. Senator Ogiesby is said to have 
been particularly offensive in his demonstra- 
tions, and has beet “scalped” by more than 
one feminine brave. One reporter of the Sen- 
ate scene says: A female lobbyist in bangles 
would have commanded more respect than did 
the petitions of thousands of respectable women 
of Lilinois.”’ 

This is a grave charge. It seems unaccounta- 
ble that American men should be disrespectful 
to women, or that the Senate should treat any 
legitimate petition with levity and contempt; 
and, for the sake of the land I love, I beg leave 
to make an explanation. 

Some eight years ago, a coterie of women ap- 
pointed themselves representatives of the 
women of America, guardians of their interests, 
and redressers of their wrongs. They rushed 
to Washington to begin their labors and reap an 
immediate reward of glory. and opened the 
campaign by thrusting Victoria Woodhull for- 
ward as the Coming Woman; the going-to-be 
President of this Republic: the woman who was 
to be lifted on the shoulders of Woman-Suffrage 
to sit with Victoria of England, etc., etc., etc. 

Through their combined efforts, and by claim- 
ing the right to speak and act for women who 
repudiated and despised them, they won this 
representation of their cause a Senatorial recog- 
nition, the memory of which may well bring a 
blush to the cheek of any American Senator. 
Even when her character was known, they con- 
tinued to affiliate with her, and Mrs. Cady Stan- 
ton, President of this insulted Convention, in 
furtherance of the Woodhull doctrine lectured 


all overtbis country in favor of making divorce 
as easy as marriage! 

Even the chaste and noble Susan B. Anthony, 
under the influence of that Woodhull infatua- 
tion, urged publicly the duty of decent women 
affiliating with the other king, because men had 
supported and honored Henry Clay and Daniel 
Webster. knowing their lives to bo impure. 

In other words, they have openly advocated 
the throwing down of the only dike which holds 
back the incoming flood of social pollution, for 
the reason that it is the only one! Vile men 
are admitted to places of honor and profit; 
therefore, say these social philosophers, vile wo- 
men must also be admitted to places of honor 
and profit, that we may all get on the broad 
platform of good, level equality! 

This leading principle they have industriously | 
welded to the demand oi universal Woman- 
Suffrage, and have so united the idea of a 
woman’s right to vote with a prostitute’s right

to social recognition and the general disruption 
of marriage-obligations, that, in the minds of 
the great mass of reading people in this and 
other lands, a Woman-Suffragist means a Free- 
Lover. 

in turtherance of their plans, they have gone 
annualiy to Washington and held burlesque 
Conventions; Conventions which bear about the 
same relation to deliberative bodies that a min- 
stre] “‘Hamlet’’ does to the legitimate drama; 
Conventions io’which the President is always 
the principal speaker; Conventions in and for 
which rules are made and programmes pub- 
lished for the express purpose, it would appear, 
of being disregarded,—so that, if one wants to 
know what is not going to be done, one need 
only read the advertisements, or hear the an- 
nouncements from the Chair, of what is to be 


done. 

This coterie of women, claiming to represent 
the sex, have, in the conduct of their Washing- 
ton campaigns, shown a shameful disregard of 
moral and legal obligations; havg defied mu- 
nicipal law and police regulations; have gotten 
up mobs in the Capitol-building, and rows on 
their own platform, which called for the inter- 
vention of the police. Indeed, it is common for 
poys and rough men to attend, in bope of wit- 
nessing a scene. And, while they bave thus 
been behaving like rowdies, they have demand- 
ed to be treated as ladies,—nav, as the self-sac- 
rificing emancipators who were throwing them- 
selves between tyrannical Congressmen and the 
wives and mothers who were represented, not 
by their husbands and sons, but by these Free- 
Love mobocrats! 

The very central idea of their appearance in 
Washington is that of the female lobbyist. It 
was by the overwhelming influence of their ber- 
sonal presence, by thrusting themselves into 
Committee-rooms and Congressional halls fn 
all the glory of elegant toilettes and winning 
smiles, backed by flattery, and the eloquent 
reading of speeches, that they hoped to carry 
their point.

Two years ago I went to Washington to apply 
for a patent for my ventilating furnace, and was 
surprised to findafriend readyto go to the 
Woman’s Rights Convention, of which I had not 
heard. My friend was very enthusiastic about 
Mrs. Sarah Spencer, a woman wSo was running 
atilt against the Social Evil; who had visited 
all the houses of ill-fame, Jearned their secrets 
from the ſumates, and carried most, if not all, 
of the public men in her pocket on account of 
the many discoveries she had made, and who 
was then pressing Congress for an appropriation 
to start a Reform School for Giris.“ 

From the instances given of the need of such 
a school, 1 could not quite make out whether it 
was most intended to protect seducers trom the

and after Douglass had closed, she begged the 
audience to remain while she exhibited herself 
in the role of a martyr.

She had resorted toa 
trick to get an audience; the fee had been col- 
lected; pow she was not going pay that fee! 
Not a bit of it! She was going to jail, was she, 
and going to be a martyr! rs. kwood, a 
sworn attorney of the District, and in fact the 
Coaventionists without a dissenting voice, sus- 
tained her in this heroic resolve, and she per- 
mitted the people to leave while she congratu- 
— Semaaey in having achieveda grand tri- 
umph. 

Last winter’s Convention was professedly 
conducted by Mrs. Stanton and Miss Anthony, 
and showed the same indifference to printed 
programmes, advertisements, and established 
rules. The President, talked—talked—talked 
in the time previous assigned to other 
speakers by publish announcement; and 
beamed satisfaction because the people listened 
to her. 

They advocated universal! suffrage for woman 
and limited suffrage for man, on the score of 
equality!—got up a row op the platform, 
through a total disregard of their own rules; 
had the audience in a tumult, and brought in 
the police. 

This year they proposed to get up another 
mob, and take forcible possession, not only of 
the passage-ways of the Capitol-building and a 
Committee-room, as they did before, but of the 
Senate Chamber itself; and now, when they 
have met the * mild reproof of a little Sen- 
atorial ridicuie, they call upon all the women of 
the country to espouse their quarrel, and each 
oue to look upon the Senatorial laughter as an 
insult to herself, and an outrage on the cause 
of human freedom! 

. Since the Senators chose to use ridicule as a 
means of reproof, they certainly applied it very 
sparingly. if every Senator had broken into a 
guffaw, Tain down, rolled over and laughed, 
thrown up bis heels, held his sides and roared, 
it could scarce have expressed, more ridicule 
than the case required; but it would have been 
much better h they refused to present the 
petitions, at least While, the lobbyists were pres- 
ent. 

It was undignified for them to play the part 
assigned to them by these schemers in the clap- 
trap theatricals which have been acted and re- 
acted winter after winter, of the simultaneous 
presentation of petitions under the eye of a set 
of female lobbyists in bangles and dangles, 
and whatever other accessory is most likely to 
add to their personal influence with Congress- 
men! 

Away with such trickery in any cause! If the 
women of Illinois. or any portion of them, want 
to petition Congress forthe ballot, let them 
send their petitions to the Member from their 
district, or one of their Senators. and not aliow 
their names to be used as an excu@ for proceed- 
ings which should make every Woman’s cheek 
burn with shame, and put every man on his 
metal to defend those dear to him from such 
degradiug associations. Those women who per- 
mit themselves to be used by such a clique of 
Congressional lobbyists deserve to have their 

stitions spurned, and I trust Congressmen will 
— the courage and good sense to spurn them. 

Avy movement for adding to the present 
number of ignorant, improvident voters is sin- 
Cularly inopportune, if it were nothing worse; 
and people who have so little sense as to ask 
Congress to double the number of voters, 
while giving evidence that the new supply is to 

have even less sense and less moral principle 
than the old, are better fitted for lunatic asy- 
lums than the conduct of political affairs. We 
have too many irresponsible, ignorant, non-tax- 


paying voters now, aud want no more of them. | 


As to the superior sense or morality of wom- 
en over men, facta fail to sustain assumptions. 

Mrs. Spencer, last winter. in a preliminary 
meeting, stated that of 100.000 women who had 
signed their Constitution, binding each to pay 
$i per annum into the treasury, only 100 had 
paid the dollar; and she was Secretary or Treas- 
urer of the Society. 

Now, if she told truth, there is one woman, 
and only one in a thousand of those asking to 
be enfranchised, to whom it would be safe to 
extend that trust. The 999, who have so little 
sense of honor, or of the obligation of a written 
contract, had better keep on at the old business 
of washing dishes, and signing and procuring 
signatures to temperance-pledges, to be broken 
like clay pipes. 

If Mrs. Spencer slandered her Association, it 
cannot blame Senators for treating with ridi- 
cule a Society represented by such officers; and 
if Senator Oglesby, or any other man, can con- 
trive any way to clear the Capitol of that nest 
of lobbyists, be wil) deserve the thanks of every 
sensible woman in the land,
